Once a year, we clear out the Mature Hybrids that have lost their identification tagse 
If we waited for the plants to bloom, a fairly accurate guess as to the names might 

be made = particularly, if another portion of the same plant happened to bloom at the 
same time, 


But a fairly accurate guess never satisfies an Orchid Hybridizer. So he'd rather make 
a "Grab Bag" special of those plants, giving folks who think "an Orchid by any other 
name would be as beautiful" a chance to adopt them for a very low investment. 


Some of you are so eager for a chance at this GRAB BAG each year that, if you didn't 
live so far away, I might almost suspect you of personally sabotaging them, iee.e, de- 
stroying the tags!
